As  specific  orientations  to  creativity  can  be  traced 
to  particular  initiating  thinkers  and  investigators,  there  is  a  spe¬ 
cial  chapter  on  seminal  accounts  containing  selections  from  the 
works  of  Plato,  Aristotle,  Kant,  Galton,  and  Freud.  Another 
chapter  includes  recent  illustrations  of  special  types  of  explora¬ 
tory  trends,  creativity  of  women,  brain  research,  synectics, 
extrasensory  perception,  behaviorism,  and  creativity  computer 
programming.  This  organization  highlights  the  tension  between 
strictly  scientific  accounts  and  alternative  approaches  offering 
new  ways  of  understanding.  The  editors  have  provided  for  the 
book  as  a  whole  and  for  each  chapter  introductions  explaining 
and  discussing  the  basic  issues  raised  by  the  various  approaches 
to  creativity.
